• CHICAGO, March \-Tho following is the 
latest from tho doath chamber: 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., March 8.—1 a. m.—Mr. 


Boochor is sinking elowly but visibly. Tho 
members of tho family arc around his bod- 
sidi foa.-ing that tho end is near, though it is 
pcssib^o that ho may survivo for several 
hours. 


NEW YOIIK, March 8.—At S o'clock this 


morning thero was no porcoptiblo change 
in Mr. BoDChor'a condition. Tlio family had 
retired to rest under the assurance of the 
physician that thoro was little fonr o£ an im- 
incdiato collapse. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., March S.—Rev. Henry 


Wui-d Boecher's condition had not changed 
during Monday and Monday evening. His 
life was slowly obbinp; out, \vhilo his sor- 
rowing family stood at fcis bodsidu imablo to 
check tho flow. Ho was not conscious of 
their griof, for ho was in a state of coma. 
Friends passed in and out of thosilont house, 
over which hunR a shadow of death, but tho 
once groat mind know nothing of tho doop 
sympathy that was everywhere felt for him 
in his last hours on oarth. Ho lay propped 
up in hod whiln hf3 ivito and children flitted 
in and out of tho room, never leaving him 
for more than a minuto at a timo. As they 
looked at tho sad ravages raado by his short 
illness in his face, tears blindod their oyos, 
and for tho timo being thoy could not see tho 
well-beloved features. Nobody who kno «• Jlr. 
Beocher boforo tho ajjoplectic fit soizod him 
would have recognized him, sogroat had beon 
the change since Saturday morning. Ho hud 
suffered 
torriblo pain, which had loft its 


marks upon his face and distorted his whole 
body. Thu'totho family was a great afflic- 
tion, for tho dying man had always oiprcssad 
the wish that he might die suddenly—die and 
bo buried with tho same general appearance 
as in life. 


Oa the stroot in front of tho houso crowds 


gathered and anxiously watchod tho drawn 
curtains in Mr. Boochar's chamber, as if thoy 
could toll them what was passing within. 
They scanned tho bulletins eagerly and 
closely questionod1"tho policeman on duty in 
tho vestibuto. Thoy gathered ou tho side- 
walk across tho stroot and on tho stroot cor- 
ners, talking of tho dying man. Ladies pre- 
dominated in tho crowd, and many of them 
stood for hours on tho othor side of Hicks 
stroot, not mindful of tho damp pavomont. 
Thousands of othor ladies passed tho house, 
in carriages and on foot, and all either 
stopped to read tho bulletins or ask a few 
questions. Toars wore in tho oyos of many 
of them, and thoy all gavo a sigh of relief 
when thoy heard that tho end was not yet. 


Dr. Jacobs, chairman of tho Jowish Min- 


ister's association, came down tho stops after 
having spent about an hour in tho house. "I 
called to offer my condolence to tho famiiy," 
he said. 
"I would liko to havo seen Mr. 


Beecher, but that was impossible, Tho fam- 
iiy tolls mo that it is not tho Mr. Beochor of 
old who is there. Ho is dead, and all that is 
[eft is a breathing pioco of machinery." 


Col. 
William C. Boechor como out at 11 


o'clock and dropped a number ot letters into 
;he box on tho corner. To tho roportors ho 
said; "My father is slowly dyinjf. 
Thoro is 


hope of his recovery and we are all try- 


ing to boar it as bravely as wo can. My 
mother has regained ho- self-control since 
ibo learned tho end was inevitable. Sho is 
now trying to choor us and help us to bear 
our ffriof. My brother Herbert telegraphed 
!rom Fort Seattle, "W, S., this morning and 
asked about father. 
Ho wanted to know if 


ho ought to start for homo at once. 1 teie- 
;raphed him not to come, as ho could not got 
lero in time. Ho would not bo of any use if 
10 did como, and I would rathor have him 
romom bcr father as ho was tlun to seo him 
now. Ho is terribly changed." 


At 11 o'clock a. m. Mr. Augustus Storrs 


Kissed into tho house and when ho came out 
10 said; 
LThtiru is only one chanco in a 


million for him to live, aud I cannot under- 
tand how ho has survivod so long. Mrs. 
Boechor told me that she thought her hus- 
>and recognized her this morning by squeox- 
;ig hor hand. 
She was not certain, honr- 


>vor, and ho did not open his eyes or movo 
lis head or body." 


At about 1^:1.S a peculiar-looking individ- 


ual, with long black hair, wearing a black 
louch hat and black clothing, shambled 
lowly, with a gait peculiarly his own, UD 
ho stops of tho houso and asked to soo Col. 
Joochor. Ho looked moro liko a docnycd 
Episcopal clergyman than anything else. Ho 
nformed tho policomaii at tho door that ho 
was a German ruiad-roader, and came to 
ftor his services to tho family. 
Tho police- 


man consulted Col. Boochor, and was in- 
tructod to admit tho man. Ho was accord- 
igly admitted, and had a twenty minutes' 
onversation with Col. Beochor and Dr. 
Soorlo. "When Dr. Soarlo loft the houso at J 


clock bo said: 
uTho man said ho had como 


or tho purpose of curing Mr. Boochor, and 
ppearod 
confldont that ho could do so. Ho 


aid ho understood that Mr. Beocher had 
xxsn given up by the doctors, but that ho 
•anted to soo him, and then ho could toll 
vhother ho could olTect a cure. Wo told 
im that we had had offers of services from 
rominont physicians all over tho country, 
ut that it had beon docidod that Mr. 
Joechor's caso was in tho hands of perfectly 
ompetont physicians. I did not loam tho 
ian'3 name, but ho was undoubtedly a 
rank." 
The writing dosk which 
Mr. Boochor 


ought whon last in Now York with Mrs. 
Seooher was moved out' of tho houso Mon- 
ay, placod on a truck and taken back from 
rhoncc it came. 
Mrs. Col. Boochor was Tsoon by tho ro- 
ortor and was asked if it was true as stated 
hat telegrams of condolence havo boon 
ecoivod from President Cleveland and some 
lao from England. She replied: 
l'A great 


iany telegrams havo been received from 
.orgymen all over tho country and from 
•ionds of tho family, I'Ut none havo como 
rom Mr. Cleveland or from abroad. Wo 
avo not thought as yet what ultimate dis- 
ositioii will bo made of tho to'cgrams and 


letters. It is impossible for us to think of 
outside matters. Tho family has been much 
touched by tho feeling of sympathy which 
has been manifest for it in its affliction over 
since Mr. Bocchor's illness bogan." 


At tho meeting of condolence of tho mem- 


bers of Plymouth church Monday a letter 
from Mrs. Beecher was road, asking tho 
prayers of tho people for a grief-stricken 
family. Tho mooting was a vory aftecting 
one. 


At S p. in. Dr. Soarlo issued a statement 


that tho pulso during the day had reached

Tho general condition was

right of ono state or municipality to impose 
a license tax upon traveling salesmen from 
uiiotlicr state seeking to sell goods by sample 
or otherwise, was decided in favor 0[ tlio 
plaintiff, Sabino llobbins. Tho decision ot 
tlio court is that such taxation is an iuter- 
toronco with in tor-state commorco, nn J thero- 
foro unconstitutional. 
' A decision was rendered in tlio case of 
Thomas Baldwin, of California, in what a 
known as tho "Chinese" caw.

Mice with this opinion. Chief Justice Waite 
prepared tho opinion of tlio court in this 
case, Justices Field and Ilarlan dissenting.

Jacob ITonrlci, brought hero on appeal from 
tho United .States circuit court for tho west- 
ern district of Pennsylvania, which brings 
to light an interesting story.

Tho purchase of a horse for the book

ment. New floors have been laid in both 
engine houses, and a partition Iput up in 
the west side house makicg a moro 
commodious stable and bed room. 


Now roofs will be required on both 


buildings the coming season. 


I do not anticipate tbe purchase of 


new hose this year, although circum- 
stances may make such purchase neces- 
sary in the fall. 


I earnestly recommend thepurshaseof 


a new hook and ladder truck, suitable for 
seivice in this department. Tho present 
irnck is too light for our service and il 
will not long stand tho racket to which i| 
will be subjeated. I also renew my 
•eoommendation ot a year sgo for a Ere 
alarm system.

ieen & hindrance to tbe maneuvers of the 
companies there located, and more so 
now that a horse has bee'n placed on the 
look and ladder truck. The building 
if the partition for the stable and sleep- 
ng room partially removed the inter- 
erence of tbo two columns at the rear 
nd of tho room, but tho front columns 
will greatly interfere with the rapid 
movements of the horses as long as they 
are allow ed to remain. I would recom- 
mend that a truss be placed on the roof 


I the building and that iron rods be let 
own from this truss to reach and eup. 
iort the floor, time allowing tho columns 
o be removed. This would be tbe least 
ipensive and add greatly to the eon- 
onience of the room. 
I would also suggest that a couple of 


fire extinguishers be purchased and 
placed upon the hock and ladder truck, 
and also a number of tarpaulins.
